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INTERIM  REPORT  ON  THE  HEALTH  AND  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OE  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  OF  NEWPORT " ( SALOP )  FOR  THE  YEAR  1947 . 


This  Report  is  again  presented  in  an  abbreviated  form  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  More 
detailed  information,  however,  has  been  given  in  relationship  to 
factories  and,  in  this  connection,  particulars,  under  separate 
cover,  have  been  supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 

Infectious  Diseases.  This  has  been  a  year  of  epidemic  condition 
for  Measles  which  has  been  accompanied  by  a  considerable  rise  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  This  has  followed  the 
usual  biennial  incidence  of  this  disease.  Scarlet  Fever  has 
been  almost  constant  with  the  numbers  for  1946  -  this  representing 
a  reasonable  frequency  of  this  complaint.  Otherwise,  infectious 
disease  calls  for  no  comment  beyond  that.  Diphtheria  again 
has  been  completely  absent. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  Despite  the  widespread  nature  of  this 
epidemic  over  the  Country  generally  in  the  late  Summer  and  Autumn 
this  district  escaped  completely. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Births .  The  rate  for  this  has  been  low  which  is  unusual  for  a 
populace  living  under  such  local  conditions.  Again  the  Death 
Return  in  this  age  group  is  unexpected  as  the  district  escaped 
completely  from  infantile  deaths. 

General  Deaths.  This  almost  approximates  with  that  of  England 
and  Wales. 

Tuberculosis .  The  total  cases  on  the  Register  continues  to  show 
a  slight  rise  which  follows  the  course  generally  prevailing.  The 
Death  Rate,  however,  is  low  one  case  only  of  the  pulmonary  disease 
dying . 

Miscellaneous .  Housing  has  again  been  the  main  interest  and  the 
Authority  has  made  every  effort  to  complete  their  new  estate. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  results  of  their  endeavours  have  been 
satisfactory  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made.  Interest 
has  also  been  taken  in  the  control  of  ambulance  service,  and  in 
such  steps  as  can  be  taken  in  the  prevention  of  accidents  on  the 
roads. 

In  presenting  this  Report  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  takes 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  his  Colleagues  for  their  courtesy  and 
continuous  co-operation  in  the  working  of  the  Department  and  in 
the  compilation  of  this  Report.
